Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  December 
amounted  to  837  million -dollars' compared  with  SOI  million  in  December  1939 
and  the  revised  estimate  of  942  million  for  November  1940.    With  continued 
heavy  marketings  and  slight  advances  in  prices,  income  from  both  crops  and 
livestock  declined  less  than  seasonally  from  November  to  December,  Income 
from  cror)s  in  December  was  only  slightly  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  but 
income  from  all  types  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  considerably 
higher.    Government  payments  in  December  totaled  JO  million  dollars  compared 
with  01  million  in  December  1939  ^d  79  million  in  November. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  December  totaled  7^7  million  dollars, 
57  million  more  than  in  December  last  year.     Income  from  sales  of  crops  of 
333  million  dollars  was  3  million  higher  than  in  December  1939*  increases 
in  income  from  cotton,  fruits  and  vegetables  slightly  more  than  offsetting 
declines  in  grains  and  tobacco.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  prod- 
ucts totaled  434  million  dollars,  54  million  more  than  a  year  earlier.  The 
marked  increase  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  product s  was  due 
largely  to  the  relatively  heavy  sales  of  hogs  and  higher  prices  of  cattle, 
butt  erf at,  and  eggs. 

The  seasonal  decline  in  income  from  farm  marketings  in  December  was 
somewhat  smaller  than  usual.     After  allowing  for  seasonal  changes,   the  index 
number  of  cash  farm  income  increased  from  79.5  percent  of  the  1924-29  aver- 
age in  November  to  S4.0  percent  in  December.     Income  from  grains  declined 
less  than  seasonally  as  returns  from  corn  sold  and  placed  under  loan  were 
greater  than  usual  for  December.     Income  from  meat  animals,   cotton,  and 


tobacco  was  also  slightly  higher  in  December  after  allowance  for  the  usual 
seasonal  change*    Because,  of  the  contra- seasonal  advance  in  fam  prices 
and  increased  marketings,  income  fron  "butterfat  and  eggs  increased  instead 
of  making  the  usual  seasonal  decline. 

Total  cash  fam  incone  including  Government  payments. for  19^+0  is 
now  tentatively  estimated  at  9,09^-  million  dollars.     This  estimate. is  cased 
on  the  monthly  estimates  of  income  iron  January,  to  Decern "ber ,  .  and .  compares 
with  S,5lS  million  dollars  during  the  calendar  year  1939-     Income  from  crops 
of  3)50*+  million  dollars  during  19^-0  was  8  percent  higher  then  in  1939*  In~ 
come  from  all  the  principal  groups  of  crops  except  tobacco  was  higher  in 
19^0  than  in  1939 >  with  returns  from  grains  and  cotton  showing  the  greatest 
percentage  increases.     Income  from  livestock  end  livestock  products  during 
1940  totaled  U,g2U  million  dollars,  g  percent  more  than  in  1939-  -Income 
from  neat  .animals  and  dairy  products  was  substantially  higher  in  19^0  than 
in  1939.  aacL  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  increased  slightly.  Government 
payments  totaled  766  million  dollars  compared  with  SO  7  million  in  1939* 

Estimates  of  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  for  hoth  1939  19^0 
will  "be  revised  in  the  annual  report  on  cash  farm  income  to  he  released 
early  in  February.     This,  report  will  contain  estimates  of  income  by  States 
and  "by  commodities  for  the  calendar  years  1937~^Q»  •  - 1*1- preparing  the  annual 
estimates,   additional  information,  on  marketings;  and  prices  which  was  not 
available  when  the  monthly  estimates  were  prepared  will  be  incorporated  in 
the  estimates.    .Hence,  It  is  probable  that  the  annual  estimates  of  income 
for  1939  I9U0  will  differ  slightly  from  the  sum  of  the  monthly  estimates 

shown  in  this  report.

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January  income  may  be  slight ly  larger 
than  a  year  earli  er 

During  the  first  half  of  January  sales  of  hogs  have  declined  more 
than  usual  from  December,  and  prices  of  butt erf at  and  eggs  have  declined 
more  than  usual  from  the  peak  of  prices  reached  in  December,     On  the  basis 
of  these  declines  and  other  preliminary  indications,  it  now  appears  that 
the  decline  in  income  from  December  to  January  will  be  larger  than  usual, 
but  it  is  probable  that  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  will  be  at  least 
as  large  as  in  January  l$HO,  when  it  amounted  to  Slf  million  dollars. 
Government  payments  amounted  to  126  million  dollars  in  January  I9U0,  and 
declined  sharply  each  month  until  June,  when  they  were  25  million  dollars. 
The  seasonal  trend  of  Government  payments  during  the  first  half  of  lykl  is 
expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  in  19  HO.    Payments  in  January  are  not  likely 
to  be  as  large  as  in  January  last  year,  and  it  is  probable  that  payments 
during  the  first  half  of  19U1  will  be  slightly  smaller  than  in  the  first  half 
of  19U0. 

Cash  farm  income  for  November  above  a  year 
earlier  in  five  of  the  six  geographic  regions 

The  increase  in  cash  farm  income  from  So4  million  dollars  in  November 
1939  to  9^2  million  in  November  19^0  was  due  largely  to  the  increased  income 
from  cotton,  hogs,  and  dairy  products.     The  increase  was  fairly  general  in 
all  parts  of  the  United  States,  with  five  of  the  six  major  geographic 
divisions  showing  increases  in  income  over  a  year  earlier.     In  the  South 
Atlantic  region,  where  sales  of  tobacco  were  unusually  large  in  November 
1939,   cash  farm  income  including  Government  payments  in  November  19^0  was  8 
percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.     In  the  other  major  geographic  regions  the 
increases  ranged  from  2  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States  to  21  percent 
in  the  South  Central  division. 

The  marked  increase  in  income  from  cotton  in  November  this  year  as 
compared  with  a  year  earlier  resulted  in  substantially  higher  income  in 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma, 
and  Texas.     Income  was  also  considerably  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in 
Connecticut,  Now  Jersey,  and  Delaware,  where  crop  sales  were  considerably 
higher,  in  South  Dakota  where  returns  from  both  crops  .and  livestock  showed 
marked  increases,   and  in  Nebraska  where  Government  payments  were  up  sharply 
from  November  1935*     Sharp  decreases  in  income  were  recorded  in  Maine  and 
North  Carolina,  as  returns  from  potatoes  and  tobacco,  respectively,  were 
sharply  reduced  in  comparison  with  November  1939- 

The  decline  in  cash  farm  income  from  October  to  November  was  slight- 
ly  greater  than  usual  and  was  reflected  primarily  in  the  South  Central 
States,  where  income  from  cotton  was  unusually  high  in  October.     In  the 
North  Atlantic  and  East  North  Central  States  the  decline  in  income  was 
slightly  less  than  usual,  whereas  in  the  West  North  Central,   South  Atlantic, 
and  Eastern  Stales  the  decrease  was  of  about  the  usual  seasonal  proportions. 

During  the  first  11  months  of  I9U0,   cash  income  including  Government 
payments  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  six  of  the  major  geographic 
regions  and  in  all  but  five  of  the  kS  Stales.     The  greatest  declines  in  income 
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were  in  Florida,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  North  Carolina,  where  income 
from  crops  lias  "been  restricted  somewhat  by  smaller  marketings.     The  greatest 
increases  in  income  were  in  Connecticut,  where  income  from  crops  was  over 
50  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  in  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota, 
Minnesota,  and  Wyoming,  where  returns  from  "both  crops  and  livestock  were 
considerably  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier. 

North  Atlant  ic  St  ates 

Income  from  potatoes  in  Maine  was  sharply  reduced  last  November  be- 
cause of  the  unusually  low  prices,  an 6.  total  cash  income  for  the  month  in 
that  State  was  jO  percent  lower  than  a  year  earlier.     On  the  other  hand, 
income  in  Connecticut  during  November  was  51  percent  above  November  a  year 
earlier  because  of  heavier  sales  of  tobacco.     Income  in  New  Jersey  also  was 
sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  whereas  in  the  remaining  States  income 
varied  only  slightly  from  that  of  November  1939* 

During  the  first  11  months  of  1940  income  was  higher  than  a  year 
earlier  in  all  States  of  the  region,  the  increases  ranging  from  1  percent 
in  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  and  Ehode  Island,  to  20  percent  in  Connecticut. 
Income  from  crops  totaled  11  percent  more  than  in  the  first  11  months  of 
1939,  whereas  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  up  only  2 
percent. 

East  North  Central  States 


Smaller  returns  from  grains,  fruits,  aid  soybeans  in  this  region  re- 
sulted in  an  income  from  crops  9  percent  less  than  in  November  1939 •  How- 
ever, marketings  of  livestock,  particularly  hogs,  were  unusually  large  in 
this  region  during  November,   and  cash  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  was  14  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     Cash  income  from  farm 
marketings  during  November  was  up  6  percent  over  November  1935  but,  because 
of  smaller  Government  payments,   cash  income  including  Government  payments 
was  up  only  2  percent. 

From  January  to  November,   cash  farm  income  in  this  region  totaled  7 
percent  more  than  a.  year  earlier.     Income  was  higher  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1939  in  ail  States,  the  increases  ranging  from  3  percent  in 
Ohio  to  11  percent  in  'Wisconsin.     Increased  returns  from  both  crops  and  live- 
stock contributed  to  the  rise  in  farm  income.     Government  payments  during 
the  first  11  months  of  1940  were  somewhat  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1939. 

West  North  Central  States 

Returns  from  crops,  livestock,   and  Government  payments  were  all  higher 
in  this  region  during  November  than  in  November  1939 •    For  the  region  as  a 
whole,   ca.sh  farm  income  including  Government  payments  was  up  10  percent  and 
increases  were  recorded  in  all  States  except  North  Dakota,  where  the  earlier 
marketing  of  the  grain  crop  this  year  resulted  in  a  smaller  November  income. 

From  January  to  November  the  increase. in  farm  income  in  this  region 
was  greater  then  in  any  other  major  geographic  division,  of  the  country,  with 
income  from  crops,  livestock,  and  Government  payments  all  totaling  substantially 
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more  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1939*  greatest  increases 

were  in  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  and  South  Dakota,  where  increases  were  19, 
20    and  23  percent,  respectively,  "but  substantial  increases  also  were  re- 
corded in  the  other  States,  ranging  from  S  percent  in  Kansas  to  12  percent 
in  Nebraska. 

South  Atlantic.  States 

Because  of  the  marked.,  decline  in  income  from  tobacco  in  Virginia  and 
North  Carolinr  during  November,  cash  farm  income  in  these  two  States  was 
sharply  lower  than  in  November  1939  an(3-  more  than  offset  increases  in  the 
remaining  States,   so  that  for  the  region  as  a  whole  cash  farm  income  includ- 
ing Government  payments  was  down  3  percent.     In  the  remaining  States,  in-  , 
come  during  November  was  substantially  larger  than  a  year  ea.rlier  because  of 
larger  sales  of  cotton  and  citrus  fruits  in  the  Southern  States  and  increased 
income  from  fruits  and  livestock  product s  in  the  Northern  States  of  this 
region. 

For  the  first  11  months  of  IjUO  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  was 
3  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  income  including  Government  payments 
was  up  1  percent.     Total  income  was  higher  in  all  States  of  the  region  except 
North  Carolina  and  Florida  where  reductions  of  6  and  12  percent,  respectively, 
were  recorded. 


South  Central  States 

Following  the  unusually  heavy  sales  of  cotton  in  this  region  in  October 
cash  income  from  farm  marketings,  declined  more  than  usual  from  October  to 
November,  but  income  in  November  was  21  percent  higher  than  in  November  1939* 
Because  of  the  small  cotton  sales,  income  in  Louisiana  was  5  percent  less 
than  a  year  earlier  and  in  Mississippi  was  only  k  percent  larger,  but  in  the 
remaining  leading  cotton-producing  States  increases  in  income  ranged  from  18 
to  52  percent. 

For  the  first  11  months  of  19^0,  cash  income  including  Government  \ 
payments  was  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  except 
Mississippi  and  Louisiana.     In  these  two  States  income  was  10  and  12  percent, 
respectively,  less  than  a  year  earlier,  the  declines  resulting  Largely  fron 
the  sharp  reduction  in  cotton  marketings  this  year. 

"Western  States 


Cash  income  for  the  region  as  a  whole  during  November  was  3  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  with  increases  in  income  in  six  States  slightly 
more  than  offsetting  a  decline  in  the  remaining  five  States.     The  greatest  de- 
clines were  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  where  livestock  marketings  were  sub- 
stantially lower  than  a  year  earlier,  and  in  Nevada,  where  returns  from  both 
crops  -and  livestock  were  less  than  in  November  a  year  earlier.  Substantial 
increases  in  sales  of  livestock  in  Wyoming  and  from  crops  in  Colorado  re- 
sulted in  increases  in  the  total  cash  income  of  15  and  10  -percent,  respec- 
tively, over  a  year  earlier.     In  Utah,  Oregon  .and  California,   cash  income 
was  up  9  percent. 

For  the  period  January  to  November,   cash  income  in  all  States  of  the 
region  except  Arizona  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  the  increases  ranging 
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from  3  percent  in  Nevada  and  Washington  to  17  percent  in  Wyoming.  In 
Arizona,  income  was  2  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  as  a  resu.lt  of  de- 
creases in  income  from  livestock  and  smaller  Government  payments.

The  estimates  .of  cash  and  gross  farm  income  from  com  and  cash  income 
from  flax  have  "been  revised  for  the  years  1937~39  an(i  are  given  together  with 
quantities  cold  and  calendar  year  prices  by  States  in  tables  6  and  7«  The 
estimates  of  cash  and  gross  farm  income  from  potatoes  have  been  revised  for 
193S  and  IQ39  and  are  given  in  table  g.     These  revisions  in  income  take  into 
account  any  revision  in  disposition  or  prices  since  the  previous  estimates 
were  published  last  January  as  well  as  information  on  the  monthly  sales  hy 
farmers  during  the  1939~^0  season.     These  tables  bring  up  to  date  the  esti- 
mates of  sales,  prices,  and  income  published  in  the  income  parity  reports. 

The  estimates  of  income  from  corn  include  income  from  Government  loans 
on  corn  and  an  additional  income  from  payments  for  storing  resealed  corn 
on  farms  during  the  19^0— hi  season.     The  estimates  of  income  from  loans  and 
payments  for  storing  resealed  corn  on  farms  are  based  upon  data,  furnished  to 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  by  the  county  committees  which 
approve  loans  and  redemptions.
